MADISON, N. J., Oct. 8.—_A 14- 
year-old boy was arrested, arraigned 
and locked in jail last night chargéd 
with the murder of Janette Law- 
rence, a 12-year-old girl whose mu- 
tilated body was found Thursday 
night in Kidxen’s Woods, near her

was murdered and mutilated by 
some perverted maniac. Siacctele: 
found her body against a felled tree, 
hands tied behind the back with a 
knotted cora and a handkerchief 
about the throat. There were 30 
knife wounds in the body, all in- 


consequential excepting. one which | 
severed the jugular vein and caused 
death. ‘ 

The boy arrested is Frances Klux- 
en Jr., whose wealthy father” is 
owner of the clump of trees which 
bear the name, Kluxen’s Woods. He 
had been under surveillance all day 
and had been kept in his home by 
his pargnts at the request of the 
Madison police. He was arrested by 
Lieut. William Ryan of the Madison 
police. 

Denies Knowledge of Crime. 

Chief of Police Johnson: of Mad- 
ison said he talked with the Kluxen 
boy during the day,.but the Jad de- 
nied knowing anything of the crime. 
The Chief refused to make any 
statement and no one was allowed 
to see the boy in jail. 

County Prosecutor Brennan said 
he had questioned the Kluxen boy 
and no suspicion attached go him. 
Despite the Prosecutor's statement, 
the police arrested young Kluxea 
and had him arraigned before Re- 
corder Schoneberger, who commit- 
ted him to the county jail to awatt 
the action of the grand jury. 

Young Kluxen is 5 feet 7 inches 
tall and weighs 120 pounds. He 
nas a dark complexion and his gir!l- 
ish face gives him an appearance of 
innocenee. He is an only child. 

Suspicion was directed against him 
Ghursday night. when he and his 
father took part in the general 
search for the missing girl. Ags n> 
and his father stood in the woods, 
a policeman talked to them. The fa- 
ther walked away and the policeman 
notifed the boy was trenibling. His 
suspicions aroused, the policeman 
told his (hief about the boy's ac- 
ticns. 

Boy Expclied From School. 

Last midnight the bey was being 
put through the third degree:-by the 
police. Although the police refusea 
eil information, it was learned ne 
denied he had anything to do with 
the murder. ‘He tis being held at the 
Madison jail, but will be taken to 
the county jail at Morristown this 
morning. 

Young Kluxen attended St. Vin- 
cent’s Parochial School until the 
present term. A priest, who refuse4i 
to give him name, told a reporter 
for the Post-Dispatch last night the 
boy had been expelled for miscon- 
duct. He would not explain whut 
the misconduct consisted of. 

The boy's father was questioned 
by newspaper men, but declined to 
make any statement.

An attempt has been made to dis 
tinguish “carriers” of nonvirulent ba- 
cilli from those that harbor the more 
virulent infective agents of the dis- 
ease. Tests on ahimals are necessary 
to distinguish the virulent from the 
nonvirulent bacilli. If after five 
weeks thorough treatment the diph- 
theria bacilli persist, a virulent teat 
should be made in an approved lat 
oratory, 

All carriers shoyld be under st- 


and should be excluded from all 
places of public assemblage until the 
bacilli in their throats disappear or 
are proven nonvirulent. Special pre- 
cautions should be taken to exclude 
them from schools and from occupa- 
tions which bring them in contact 
with children, and milk and cream 
supplies. They should be required to 
exercise the utmost care in the dis- 
posal of all discharges from the nose 
and throat, and to treat all personal 
articles, handkerchiefs, eating: and 
drinking utensils, which may become 
contaminated, by boiling, or exposing 
to direct sunlight for at least eight 
hours. When proper care is taken. 
complete isolation and quarantine 
are unnecessary, but when precau- 
tions are not taken and directions are 
not followed, isolation and quaran- 
tine should be enforced to 

others who may be susceptible to the 
disease. Under no conditions should 
a “carrier” be permitted to handle 
milk or cream in any way.
